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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of the fraction which elutes with an approximate 
molecular weight of less than one kilodalton in Paper No. 1 1 is acknowledged. The 
traversal is on the ground(s) that there is no undue burden to search the remaining 
species. This has been found persuasive and the election of species has been 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 17-24, 31-35 and 52-71 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling for the treatment of a 
disorder caused by a hyperimmune or autoimmune response comprising administering 
an active component, or functional fragment thereof, obtainable from a mammalian 
chorionic gonadotropin preparation, does not reasonably provide enablement for any 
immune-mediated disorder and any immunoregulator obtained from mammalian urine. 
The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in 
scope with these claims. 

The specification is directed towards specific compositions obtained from 
mammalian chorionic gonadotropin preparations and treatment of conditions resultant 
from over-activity of the immune response - either as a hyperimmune response or as 
an autoimmune response. The specification contains no guidance as to what other 
factors are present in mammalian urine and specifically since chorionic gonadotropin is 
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found only in pregnant female mammalian urine, it remains unclear as to what is to be 
obtained from mammalian urine from non-pregnant females or from males. Further, 
there is no guidance as to what other types of immune-mediated disorders may be 
successfully treated, such as disorders resultant from immunosuppression. Therefore, 
Applicants have failed to provide enablement for the invention as currently claimed and 
claims should be limited as discussed above.
